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Council Opts for County Recycling Plan 
And Permanent, Citywide Committee 


Council In Agreement 
At Very Short Meeting

The Greenbelt city council whipped through their June 
28 special meeting in less than an hour with six unanimous 
votes. The issues covered at the meeting included a petition 
from the Little League, the Green Ridge House budget, 
transfer of funds within city departments, reduction of 
refuse collection fees, matters pertaining to city employees, 
and a rescheduling of upcoming council meetings.

On a 4-1 vote, with Coun- 
cilmember Thomas X. White 
opposed, the Greenbelt City 
Council agreed at the June 
14 meeting to join the 
county pilot recycling pro¬ 
gram. They also Bedded to 
replace the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee on Recycling and 
Refuse Collection with a 
permanent Recycling Com¬ 
mittee, which would equita¬ 
bly represent all areas of the 
city. In other actions coun¬ 
cil hmrd an update on sedi¬ 
ment control problems at 
the Belle Point construction 
site and authorized design 
work for a traffic signal at 
Hanover Parkway and Ora 
Glen Drive. 

County Recycling 

City Manager James K. Giese 
expects that county collection of 
recyclables would begin no soon¬ 
er than January 1991. Under the 
county program, all single fam¬ 
ily detached homes currently 
u«mg the city refuse collection 
service will have newspapers, 
aluminum cans, glass and plas¬ 
tic bottles picked up at the curb. 

White objected that Giese's 
recommendations to join the 
county program and take related 
actions would not take Green¬ 
belt very far into recycling. He 
felt that the city would lose time 
in its efforts to reduce the 
amount of waste city residents 
dump in the landfill. 

In making their decision, coun¬ 
cil members made clear that they 
are not making a permanent 
commitment to the county pro¬ 
gram. The motion to join the 
county program specified that 
the action was made “with the 
understanding that GHI residents 
will be collected at the door.” 
The county has agreed to collect 
these same materials at the ser¬ 
vice-side porch from Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. residences. However, 
the county plans to monitor this 
collection, using the results to 
“help us determine if changes 
need to be made in our policy 
to provide this service.” 

Under the county program, the 
city cannot directly affect re¬ 
cycling in areas not currently re¬ 
ceiving city refuse collection. 
While all city residents or home- 
owners associations, except for 
apartment residents can contract 
with the city for trash collection, 
only the GHI and the single fam¬ 
ily homes in the city's core cur¬ 
rently do so. Instead, the home- 
owners association must first 
determine whether the private 
trash collector is interested in 
establishing a recycling program. 
If not, the association can then 
apply to join the county pro¬ 
gram. 

Under the county recycling 
program, currently still consid¬ 
ered a pilot program, residents 
will not be charged for the col¬ 
lection of recyclables. In Janu¬ 
ary 1990 the county imposed a 
flO/ton surcharge on materials 


dumped at county landfills to 
finance the program. However, 
Giese expects that eventual!v, as 
more residents join the program 
and the amount of refuse dumped 
at the landfills decreases, the 
surcharge will not cover the pro¬ 
gram's costs. He doubted that 
the county would attempt to 
charge residents directly for the 
“privilege of recycling” but ad¬ 
mitted that, in White's terms, 
this was “nothing more than a 
gut feeling.” 

Plans for Committee 

White found himself again on 
the short end of a 4-1 council 
split regarding the future of the 
recycling committee. His motion 
to approve staff's recommenda¬ 
tion to retain the current com¬ 
mittee died for lack of a second. 
Council members Edward Putens, 
Antoinette M. Bram and Josenh 
Isaacs, along with Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, argued that the city 
needs a committee that fairly 
represents all geographic areas 
of the city. Membership on the 
advisory committee was weighed 
toward those areas currently 
using the city's refuse service. 

Dissolving the current commit¬ 
tee will demoralize it and stop 
the city's momentum on the is¬ 
sue, argued White. He pointed 
out that the city manager had 
recommended a number of spe¬ 
cific tasks that the current com¬ 
mittee could perform while coun¬ 
cil considered establishing a 
permanent committee. 

Council also directed staff, this 
time on a unanimous vote, to en¬ 
large the current recycling cen¬ 
ter near Attick Park. It also 
directed staff to work with the 
new committee to develon 
within 12 months for other cen¬ 
ters outside the city's core. 

Greenbelt East Traffic 

Late last year council hired 
Greenman-Pedersen Inc. (GPI) 
to conduct a traffic study for 
Greenbelt East. The company 
analyzed five intersections. All 
four signalized intersections, 
Greenbelt Road at Hanover 
Parkway, Greenbelt at Mandan, 
Hanover at Greenw£jy Center 
and Hanover at Good Luck Road 
either operate at acceptable 
levels or have road improvements 
planned to bring them up to coun¬ 
ty standards. 

The one unsignalized intersec¬ 
tion studied, Hanover Parkway 
and Ora Glen Drive was found 
to operate at level of service F, 
defined as gridlock, during the 
evening peak. GPI found that 
the intersection meets the stan¬ 
dards for installation of a traffic 
signal. In her written comments, 
Planning and Development Co¬ 
ordinator Celia Wilson said that 
the city will be responsible for 
funding the signal since Hanover 
is a city street. 

One possible source of funding 
is from the developers of Com¬ 
merce Center II. One condition 
of approval for this project was 
that if traffic generation exceed¬ 
ed projections, the developers 
would have to fund a signal. 
However, the project is only 70% 
occupied at this time and Wilson 


doubted that traffic will exceed 
projections until the building is 
more completely occupied. 

Council authorized staff to be¬ 
gin design work for the light, 
deferring a decision on funding 
until the design is complete. Wil¬ 
son estimated that the design 
work would take at least three 
months. 

Belle Point Runoff 

Wilson provided an update on 
the runoff of sediment-laden rain¬ 
water from the Belle Point con¬ 
struction into Greenbelt Lake. 
Belle Point is located on Parcel 
15, between the Beltway and 
Charlestowne Village. She point¬ 
ed out that the county controls 
stormwater management struc¬ 
tures in the city. 

Because of a water main right 
of way on the property, the sedi¬ 
ment control system for the 
project cannot be constructed in 
the ideal manner. Initially prob¬ 
lems also occurred with the con¬ 
struction of the system. 

In any case, stormwater man¬ 
agement standards do not require 
that the sediment control system 
be able to handle rains as heavy 
as those experienced this spring. 
While the city was able during 
normal rainfall to protect the 
lake from the runoff by blocking 
storm sewer inlets, during heavy 
rains these inlets had to be re¬ 
opened to prevent the flooding 
of Prince James Way. 

Although the recent comple¬ 
tion of paving on the site should 
reduce the sedimentation prob¬ 
lem, Wilson said that runoff from 
the site will still be a problem 
as long as the lake forebay is 
silted in and sediment traps are 
not enlarged to handle heavier 
rains. 

Wilson's frustration was plain 
as she related her attempts to 
get the county to require larger 
sediment traps. The only re¬ 
sponse she has received is that 
the traps are sized appropriately 
for design flows. She said that 
county officials have the au¬ 
thority to make “in-field” adjust¬ 
ments to tailor a system to meet 
the requirements of the site. 

Council unanimously agreed to 
write to state and county offi¬ 
cials, detailing the problem and 
seeking remedial action.

John Shuey, a member of the 
Little League board, told council 
the board wants to sod the in¬ 
field of McDonald Field after the 
current season ends. Shuey ex¬ 
plained the sodding would help 
a drainage problem and cut down 
on the problem of gravel coming 
to the surface. Although the city 
owns the field, the League of¬ 
fered to pay $2000 for the sod¬ 
ding. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and 
council member Ed Putens asked 
that the city staff look into the 
matter and see what could be 
done. 

Green Ridge House 

The council adopted the Green 
Ridge House budget for fiscal 
year 1991. Total estimated reve¬ 
nues will be $833,701. an increase 
of $15,929. Total operating expen¬ 
ses will be $412,063, an increase 
of $15,003. The nst excess of 
revenues over expenses after de¬ 
ducting for taxes, insurance, re¬ 
placement reserves, mortgage 
payments and building permits 
—$2,154. 

Council agreed to transfer 
funds totaling $135,000 within 
city departments. 

Council agreed to a 50% re¬ 
duction in refuse collection fees 
for persons earning 150% or 
less of the poverty level, as set 
by the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services. This is the 
same level used for the State 
Surplus Food Program. 

Council approved a four percent 
cost of living increase for all city 
employees effective July 1. 

The city code was amended to 
retain an employee's anniversary 
date following promotion and to 
change the way pay increases are 
given to employees who have 
reached the longevity level of 
their pay grade. 

Council accepted the city man¬ 
ager's recommendations to add 
some job descriptions to the 
classification plan and to re- 
clf* e,e * : '*~ 24 positions at one or 
more higher grades. 

Visitors From Poland 

Three Polish officials will be 
touring Maryland in early July. 
On July 10 they will be in Green¬ 
belt to tour the city and for a 
barbeaue hosted by the city coun¬ 
cil. They indicated they wanted 
to see how a municipality inter¬ 
acts with county and state gov¬ 
ernments. They also expressed 
interest in economic development 
and environmental issues. 

Meetings 

On Tuesday, July 3, council had 
a work session covering four 
topics, including S^hrom Hills 
plan and the storage shed pro¬ 
posed for Hamilton Place, 

The next regular council meet¬ 
ing was set for July 16. 


County Will Help Secure 
Funds for Center School 

In a letter dated June 25, 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening made a commitment to 
the city of Greenbelt to “work 
with our State legislators and 
the Governor to secure up to 
$400,000 in State and local funds” 
in order to help fund the remod¬ 
eling of Center School building. 
Glendening had met earlier with 
city officials to discuss various 
concerns regarding the transfer 
of the title of the North End 
School property (owned by the 
city) so that construction work 
could begin for the new school 
to be built on that site. 

A major issue for the city has 
been finding outside funding for 
the potentially expensive renova, 
tion of the Center School build¬ 
ing (owned by the County) for 
use as a community center. Be¬ 
cause the building is an historic 
landmark, restrictions of a spe¬ 
cial nature will control the man¬ 
ner of its renovation. In ad¬ 
dition, the building is known to 
contain asbestos, which is very 
costly to remove. 

Glendening's letter refers to 
the County's past cooperation 
with the city, including the re¬ 
cent contribution of $1.3 million 
for preserving open space in 
Greenbelt “I am confident,” he 
said, “we will also succeed in 
honoring our commitment to pro¬ 
viding the funds for Center 
School.” 

Once the transfer of title is 
complete, construction on the new 
Greenbelt Elementary School is 
expected to begin at once. 


Mosquito Spraying 

The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture has begun its mos¬ 
quito spraying program in 
Greenbelt. To have an area 
sprayed, people must call the 
city's Public Works Office, 474- 
8004, by noon on Friday, advising 
them of their address and the 
exact location wanted sprayed. 
Then on Tuesday evenings the 
spray trucks will spray only the 
areas which have been requested 
the previous Friday.

THE SUN AND THE HUMAN SKIN 

Now that the weather has turned warm, many of us will be heading for the beaches in var¬ 
ious stages of undress with the express purpose of acquiring a gorgeous sun tan. This is done 
for two reasons: a sun tan is considered beautiful, and it is considered healthy. I will not com¬ 
ment on the former, since that is a matter of taste; but I can assure you that a suntan is far 
from healthy. It speeds up the appearance of early aging because of wrinkles, and it increases 
the chance of developing skin cancer. The danger is greatest from the short range ultraviolet 
rays, known as UVB, which will cause sunburn, and suntanning. The long range ultraviolet rays, 
UVA, will cause tanning, but more slowly. It will not cause sunburn. 

The severity of the sunburn depends on how light the exposed skin is, how long the exposure 
lasts, how perpendicular the sun's rays hit the individual, how close he is to the equator, how high 
above sealevel he is, and how much reflection exists from sand, water, snow, and other shiny sur¬ 
faces. 

If you insist on getting a suntan because it looks good, but you are smart enough not to 
want to risk skin cancer and wrinkles, your best bet is to do the following: 

1) Avoid sunbathing between the hours of 10 a.irn- and 2 p.m. when the sun's rays are di¬ 
rectly overhead. 

2) Stay in the sun for short periods only, for the first few times, especially if you are 
light-skinned (ten, fifteen, twenty minutes for the first few days). 

3) Apply a sunscreen generous 1 y to the exposed surfaces of your body about half and hour 
to an hour before exposure. Reapply after swimming and showering. 

There are two basic types of sunscreens: 

A) The first, type protects by chemical action against the shorter, ultraviolet rays (UVB), which 
means that they will protect against sunburn, but will allow tanning. Most of these contain 
some form of para-amino-benzoic acid (PABA). Many people are sensitive to PABA, so find 
a sunscreen that does not contain it. 

B) The second type provides a mechanical barrier against all ultraviolet rays and are quite mes¬ 
sy. They will prevent sunburn and also tanning. They are especially useful for application 
around the lips and the nose. Their most important application is among people who have var¬ 
ious rare sun-sensitivity diseases, or are taking drugs which make their skin sensitive to the sun’s 
rays. Medications in this group usually contain zinc oxide or red petrolatum. 

Most commercial sunscreens on the market are a combination of ingredients, and their 
function is simplified by a “sun protective factor” number. The number represents how many 
times longer it takes for the skin to burn with the sunscreen as compared to the unprotected 
skin. The number 4 indicates moderate protection against burn and relatively rapid tanning; 
the number 8 gives maximal protection against burn, but slower tanning; the number 15 protects 
against burn and tanning. (Higher than number 15 adds to the expense but very little to the 
protection.) 

TREATMENT: What should you do if you didn't listen to my advice about protecting your¬ 
self, and you suffer from an extensive amount of red, blistery, painful, swollen skin? If the con¬ 
dition is net too drastic, you may treat yourself with lots of fluids, cool baths and compresses 
containing oatmeal, corn starch, or baking soda: also, apply hydrocortisone cream on the burned 
areas. Older children and adults may take aspirin or ibuprofen, which are anti-inflammatory 
agents. If the sunburn is too severe for home therapy, your doctor will prescribe cortisone by 
mouth or by injection, or, in very severe cases, will hospitalize the patient. 

We hope this brief essay will encourage you to be sensible about sunbathing.
